NYT'S EDIT FINDS DIFFICULTY IN APPLYING "SINGLE STANDARD" 

IN ASSESSING VIOLATIONS "SOMEWHAT AMBIGUOUS" HUMAN 
RIGHTS/ACTING UPON SUCH ASSESSMENTS. HOPES CARTER ADMIN 
WILL RECOGNIZE HUMAN RIGHTS/HUMAN NEEDS NOT EASILY 
SEPARATED-STATES NO FORMULA FOR EQUATING SUCCESS MEET-
